P REMIER BENNETT, who went Into the federal* 
provlneiai conference the most demandinK and 
<)efUmt of the provtndal chi^s, has come out of it 
•ppprently not altogetiier diihatiafied. 

The main beaia for Mr. Bennett's aalisfgction 
appears to stem from the federal govemment’a abdl* 
catim of another quarter of the death duties, leaeing 
the provinces with 73 per cent intdead of 50 per cent 
of auch tax revenue. 

Ad British Columbia is the province to which a 
great number of the wealthier Canadians come to 
retire, and eventually to die. the death duty field is 
one of fast growing importance to the B.C. treasury. 

Mr. Bennett on ieavtr^ the conference room la 
reported to have aaid that the coocesalon by Ottawa 
Is a step In the right direetjan, and he added his hppes 
that by April 1, when the new arrangement la due to 
eome into force, he will have talked Prime Minister 
Pearson out of the death duty field altogether. 

While this would, op the face of things, be flnan* 
eialiy very attractive to British Columbia, It might 
not have the de si red practical effect of simplifying 
the present complicated structure of tax Impoidtion in 
Canada on personal estates. 

At the momenl the federal government collecis 
estate tax duties in ail provinces; but to British Cerium* 
bia. Ontario and Quebec it gives a rebate of 30 per cent 
of the tax. leaving approximately that slice of the pie 
to provincial pturking in the shape of provincial suc- 
caorion duties acts. 

The otiwr provinces stay out of the aucceaidon 
duty field, and accept instead a caA settlement of 30 
Mr cent cf the federal estate tax that Is applicable 
to their province. 

When the B.C. government restored th# auc- 
CMMon duty art last y-ear, it created many anomalies 
and problems of double taxation, and these obscurities 
have areu^ much crltldivn from the legal and 
aecotnttng professiona. 

Mr. Pearson's new (rian to keep 25 per cent of the 
astala tax and give the rest to the provinces will not 
remove the estate tax dupHoation (Koblem. In fact 
it may make it more com^icated. 

On the other hand if Mr. Bennett is finally 
•uceesaful In getting the federal government out of 
death duties altogether, there is still no great hope 
that the eemfusioR and dupHcatwn of effort will be 
righted. ' " 

Indeed if every province drew up ita own *ic- 
cesteon dutiee act, and each one had different pro¬ 
visions— aa k the <ase with B.C., Onteiio and Quebec 
at present—then confusion could be worse oonfounded. 

Yet even eo, the eetate tax change iooka like the 
less controversial outcome of the conference. The 
criticism of practically every province on the sharing 
of wealth mrough natural resources indicates the 
impoaaifaillty of deviang an equaltzatkm formula that 
will pleaae anyone.

EigtU Regions 

In order lo manage this huge defence ays* 
tem. NORAD has divided the North American 
continent into eight regions. 

The 2Slh NORAD Region, with headquarters 
at McChord Air Force Base. Tacoina, la respon- 
aiMe for the area encompassing the State of 
Washington, part of the states of OsUfornia, 
Idaho, Montana and Oregon in the United 
Stales, and In Canada the province of Briti^ 
Columbia and pail of Alberta. Since Canadian 
territory is Included in this area of responsl- 
hility. Canadian servicemen are statioaed at 
this headquarters.« 

Each of the eight regions U broken down 
further —Into sectors. Two are bi the 25th 
NORAD Region, namely, the Seattle NORAD 
Sector and the Portland NORAD Sector. Each 
has its own boundaries and is responiibla for 
the air defence of that area. In the case of both 
these sectors, their boundaries extend out over 
the Pacific deean. 

The Seattle NOR^P Sector, with bead' 
quarters co-localed with the 2iStli. la reimonsible 
for the air defence of the siea noted above, 
except W'esimi Oregon and Northern Cali¬ 
fornia. The sector name is derived from the 
largest city within its borders — Seattle. But 
moat of the area of responsibility of the Seattle 
NORAD Seclar lies in Canada. Therefore Cana- ' 
dian service personnel are also stationed at the 
aeitor headquarters. 


•SACE^ Station 

The Seattle NORAD Sector is referred to as 
a SAGE sectcar. Stated simply, this means that 
the sector perionnel use high-speed tUgital com¬ 


puters to obtain the required defence data 
rather than tlt^; old manual method. Standing 
for "Semi-^tftrruilie Ground Enviruitment.** 
SAG^ eleefronlcally keeps track of all air 
' traffltrtnsplayd weather conditions, tells the 
current status and location of defensive weap¬ 
ons. and directs and controls Jet interceptors 
and pilotless miasiles in their mission to defend 
Nonh America {rom aerial attack. 

The SAGE eomputers receive, store and 
compare flight ifcla -air base and missile loca- 
tiooi —the reatlnem, types and numbers of 
Interceptors, add meteorological conditlona 
Mathematical functions arg performed by the 
romputera at speeds measured In mkrospeeds. 
This Information; is preaented to the sector and 
raglon commanders by the use of electronic 
display scopes, much like a television acreen. 
At the same time, the computer presents and 
IdentificB couraea of action that may be taken. 
This is the groiind-environment part af the 
SAGE system. 

Although thr computers rapidly receive, 
compute and present all available information 
and present soludons to problems. It Is man — 
the human riemnkt -who has the responslbiiify 
of carrying out l^e final dedaion. This is why 
SAGE Is referred to as seml-aulomalic. Of 
course, after a decision has been reoched. action 
against an enemy^can be controlled by the use 
at the computer System rather than the con- 
ventlonal voice qnntrol method. The SAGE 
aystem can be usAi to solve intercept problems 
such as target speed, altitude and point of 
Interception. 

Radar Data 

Radar informi^ion comes to the Seattle 
Norad sector Headquai-terx fromSnany radar 
tiles Within the apctor. In British Columbia, 
radar slatloni «11 h such names aa teldy 
Hughes. Saskatoon and Punixi Mountain, prw- 
v^ tnuch of the data needed for the air defence 
of this pan of North America. Other RCAP 
stations at Kar^ix^M and Holberg are tied 
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From NORAD’s 
McChord Base 


^^nlo thr wctor headquarter*, and provide addi- 
tk>nal neceiMiry in^urmation. 

The weapons systems available for the de¬ 
fence of this vast are* of the Seattic NORAD 
Sec-tor are nuny and varied. 

At RCArs Comox Station, CP^10l Voodoo* 
and men of the RCAPs Air Defence Command 
stand on constant alert lor any aign of an 
enemy intruder. In the event of an attarfc, 
these men and their aircraft would protiably be 
first to encage the Intruding fortes. 

Ready to fly beside this interceptor forre Is 
the United States Air Force's F102 Delta 
Dagger squadron at Paine Fi<4d. Wash., snd 
the F-100 Dcha Dart squadrons at McChord Air 
Force Base. Providing added protection for the' 
sector is the F-89J interceptor squadron of the 
Washington Air National Guard. Spokane. 

This formidable array of weapons systems 
goes even farther. Within the sector, providing 
close-in defence, are five Nlke-Hercules ml-ssile 
sites of the U.S. Army Air Defence Command, 
and four Nike-AJax missile sites of the US. 
Armv National ..Guard- Raeh Bniiarlmn ks i* 
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countries, one has only to study ihe organiia- 
tional chart of the Seattle NORAD Sector. 
Commander of the sector is USAF Brig. Gen. 
Grover C. Brown. The deputy commander is 
Group Captain R. S. Turnbull. RCAF, of Govan, 
Sask. Interspersed throughout the headquar¬ 
ters are many other Canadians holding respon¬ 
sible positions. As an example. Group Captain 
D. G. Malloy, of Halifax, Nil., Is Assistant 
Deputy for Operations; Squadron Leader E. T. 
Williams of Carlyle. Sask.. is the Assistant 
Director of Communkalions and Electronic*. 
*nd Fit. Lt. W. J, Watson of Vlctorls is the 
Director of Inlelligertce. Other RCAF officers 
and airmen perform vital ta'ks that are in¬ 
valuable to the operations within the sector. In 
all over 40 RCAF personnel ere Bl'*tinned si the 
Seattle NORAD ^ctor Headauarters. 

At the headquarter* of the 2Sth NORAD 
Region, another 30 RCAF offloen and other 
ranks alimg with 10 Canadian Army personnel, 
add their experience and talents to the defence!, 
of ihe Pacific Northwest. 

To keep all components of this defenre sys¬ 
tem in top shape, the sector and the region

At McChord AF'B. the spirit of co-opetaii<>ii 
la aptly demonstrated each time a Cana<iian 
serviceman guides a USAF airctafl back to 
beae or a United Slate* airman direcis an RCAF 
aircraft to its target.

The duly graduated physician$ and §argeon§ of Vtcioria became alarmed, in 1860, ol the odd’-balt 
doctors who would show up here, mostly from San Francisco, advertising thtit they could .perform miracles 
on the human frame, \ 

Victoria's do%Hors, those with proper credentials, ufent before the tegislature |o/ the Crown Colony 
of Vancouver dsland begging some protection from the f/uacks. But the doctors iliil not reckon on the 
pig-head^lness of the politicians, especially Amor de Cosmos who was also oirn^r and editor of The Colonist,

He suspected the cioctors were only 
out to leather their own nests, to keep 
the sick ailing to themselves, so that 
they could make money. 

The doctors, and many of the public, 
too. were worried about such CokMMt 
nonces as this:

itie highly recommended and dista^ihuuicd 
phySa;ian and surgeon from ban FrancjM».

'7he doctor la a graduate ol medicine, and 
a kimiy gentleman, and we certainly haard 
nothing In cununending him to the sulfer>ng 
porlwn of our community. He (irments 
monJak ol the highest respectability as to his 
siullulln<«s and U provided wlUi the latest and 
■vat improved liutrumenta as aids to hk pro- 
laMlon. 

*His newly invented steOioscupe for the 
examination of the lungw is a most decided 
Impixwmient on the old, alao hU laryngtai 
speculum (a ooncave metallic mirrorj la a most 
valuable instrument, which prepares him to 
convey light within the throat sufficient to 
axpcMe to view Its (hieaips. His treatment for 
the cure of consumption and throat (kseacies 
Is principaUy by the use of medical Inhalant.:*, 
The doctor abo givea particular attention to 
female compialnM, chronic cHacaaes. caaes of 
delicacy, set^mdary •ymptem!*, di ac i fs of the 
eye and ear. and la fully prepared tp perform 
any and even the moat delicate aurrmsl op¬ 
erations." 

llMiugh the Victoria doriors had no power 
to do anyttiing about Dr. Flattery It would ap¬ 
pear they could make U highly uncoinfortable 
for turn here, and I would think this is wh&t 
they did, fw Dr. Flattery appears not to have 
lasted for long In Victoria. 

Ihe (kKiors now had some of their lawyer 
friends prepare a leftalalive UU which would 
give the medical profeaalon control over Its 
own affairs power So grant eeriirioates and 
fteenees. power to suspend a doctor, power to 
keep out foreign doctors. 

Bui Amor de Ooamos. smarting, no doubt. 
bMsuse his doclor friends didn't like his 
special friend. Dr. F^alhH7. lampoon(*d. the 
duly graduated doctors in his Calanlal, dipping 
hiB pen into the vitriodc arid whkh he could 
cook up in his dingy editor’s office in a rickety ' 
hulldinR.

De Cosmos, hufl^ and puffing. snlHed in 
a kMtlly nay at such talk: "Our opportunities 
to learn whether any such want has been ex- 
pmsMvl by the public are rather extensive, and 
see haw never discovered any evil demanding 
such an enavtment. We have discovered, how- 
«wr. ttiat eite doctoK bll is toiolher selfish 
eoiiinvance desicned to throw the practice of 
medicine erttrely Into the hands of British 
aurgsoiiM and physicians. 

"Were we to require the aervkMs of a phy¬ 
sician. it would be but natural to employ one 
of that illustrious famlty. But we cannot tee 
why the Americans, Germans or Freradi, who 
form a vny oonMtderabIc portion of our popu- 
lalMfi. should be prohiblied from emptying 
(hose who graduated In their own countries."

If a 
peraon Is attacked by the toutlMche. he must 
first fee Dh Sangrado for a piesaiption and 
pay the apothecary for compounding it as weU. 
Such an exitkided Idea as imprisoning for three 
months an apothecary, tor prescribing theiir 
iMslrwns. is a fitting fInaJe to a narrow-con¬ 
tracted biU designed for Individual benefit. 
Society wilt protect Itself sulfklenlly without 
any enactment; and in fact, no enactment can 
suppress medicines, or quack docioni or men 
make good Burgeons and physirian* out of 
medicai stodenls with merely parched di- 
pinntaT So, the whrie thing deseivea a severe 
Mtingatomt" 

*n)ere wps one final aneer at the medicaj 
prerfeasion: "Surit Good Samaritans as the 
me^licttl authors of this biU are modeto in their 
way . , • but . . . their antiquated notions 
indicate a mind diMased, and the aooner the 
rooted Idea of their own sorrow at Che want 
of patients Is extracted, by liberalizing the pro¬ 
fession by leavirig It as it (s, the better." 

'rile doctor* reeled under this attack, and 
the matter .died, and recnalned dead for two 
yeans, by vtolch ttme de Comhos was out of 
The CokmM but into the legMature. 

Some citizen Mkely an English-bMn doctor 
- signing Mmw>lf Homeslum, wrote to The 
Colonist in 1862: 

"1 bellcva there is not another British Colony 
where the quackery which la oanied on here 
would be allowed. In Victoria any man may 
call hknself'B doctor, or a surgeon, and deceive 
the puUlc Into a belief tost he is qualified to 
practice aa such, and no one Icterferes with . 
him. 

"Ihe go^mment allows ttie fraud to be 
perpetrated.'and the people to suffer any evil 
which may result, with entire indinerence. 

"Why should not Hie medical act of England 
be appilfd to Vancouver Island? The same 
powerful reasons w'hksh led to its bring passed 
in the Mother Country exists here. 

"Health and life are equally precious: and 
the commufpty ought not to in dsnger of 
having the one or the other plaoed in inoom- 
petent hands. I trust your powerful pen wiM 
oaB the atteptkm of the legiBistiire to the ques¬ 
tion, that we may get ao crying an evH re¬ 
moved." 

But It WBa .win another two years before 
the legMslure, though it cnntainH a number 
of MD*. and Mr. Speaker himsrif. Dr. J. S. 
Helmriten. was a prominent physician. WMld 
grant the medkmt profearion a n^icum of in¬ 
dependence to regulate their own affitors and 
clear out irf Victoria the quackery, ttiough 
nothing could be done to keep out the imtent 
medlaines aiid the medksirw man who atood in

And so it u|ent - the doctors wanting to 
maae suiv tntwj meditai colleagues wuuiu be 
Ol "good morais!’ and the non-uo.ptia's nut cur¬ 
ing a wtwt auot^ morals, and so it was "the 
Words wero struck out." and Uie morals ol a 
doctor ocueme oi no ollicial concern to anyone, 
only (he suojectrol endless gueiap, for doclura 
weie prominent jmen, and kadets in the oum- 
munily and if jtney should stray Irucn ina 
straignt and narrow it became widely knowa 
forthwith, and Ute scandal was terrihe. It w*a 
said some wooi^h could never resiat a hand¬ 
some doctor. ai|d that certain ductors used 
thrir best betkape manners to cause nwu-ital 
rifts. I 

Thus, nearly ^ oetitury ago, the doolon u< 
British Columblq were at last able to organize 
themseives. It k a lOOlh birthday worthy at 
celebration pext [year. 

In 1S78 the Ibgislaiure heard a sugfeation 
from J. S. Dnimmood, a son-in-law of Hon. 
John Tod, that Ithe government put a $50 a 
year tax on doctors; because everyone said 
they were makiilg so much money out of the 
ins of poor, long-suffering humanity. Whether 
they were then the highest paid traternKy in 
Che oountry, as Ithey are today, I know not, 
but evidentiy scene people thought they'd be 
fair game to pay more in the wray of tantion 
thsn ordinary f^. 

However, The (bleabd this time went to 
bat tor the medical profesaion: "Neither the 
Houae nor the [Govern m ent can be compli¬ 
mented OR the Ull which woidd Impoae m tax 
on Che medical brofeaBion. 'Hiere is no pn> 
fesaion that hasj^ao large and continual drafts 
on the generoait|(' of tts members as that of 
medicine | 

"A man bresiks hts leg a child has tha 
croup a woman la in the pains of parturition. 
A sui^eon ia aenj for. Doe* he pause to ascer¬ 
tain whether fie is Hkely to be remunerated 
for his sOTvices |beforr reUeving tfw patient's 
suffering? ; 

"Should he refuse to attend the case, how 
the Press would hold him up as a hard-hrorted 
mercenary wrettg) a disgrace to tfie profea- 
aion. etc., etc. [ 

"Scarry a dfiy paasea that physicians and 
surgeons of Victoria are not called upon to 
give their service* without the sflghtut hope 
of receiving combensstion." 

And^ so Che ktro of the SSO a year tax on 
the doriim was I thrown into the legislature's 
wastchurVet. 

It wa-i more than 30 year* after the doctor* 
reenved thrir Uidtrer.fcH>o* that they organized 
In Vlctwla a meiiloai society. 

That came afKwit in December of 1899, as 
we read in TTiS (\doiikt: "Doctor* Fraser, 
Hannington, J. Ip. Helmcken. Holden, Carter, 
Milne. Robertson' and Ernest Hall met at the 
Drisrd Hotel , . .itor the purpose of diacuaring 
die question of the formation of a local medi-, 
sal association, said kittfaU stefia In that direc-' 
tion were taken. ■ Matters affecting hMal pcac- 
ttfioners were diwniaswf and as the rrault of 
the meeting it toaa detennined to form an 
asaoriatiioR.
